Peace Hopes 


HILE it must be taken-for, granted 

that pitfalls lie ahead, hopes of an 
early cessation of hostilities in Korea 
are rising rapidly, with excellent 
reason. The development’ of -highest 
importance, for the moment, is the 
breaking of the ice. Both Peking and 
the North Korean military commander 
have: notified their readiness to enter 
into truce talks with .the representa- 
tives of General Matthew Ridgway and 
the reply to the UN approach has been 
couched in such terms that there can 
be no observable obstacle to, carly 
arrangements. The Communist leaders 
have suggested an alternative mecting- 
place, the town of Kaesong instead of 
the Swedish hospital ship Jutlandia, but 
the “face” motive plainly evident should 
offer no difficulty.

“In Argentina an insurance law 


under the terms of which a 
- Governments] Argentine 
Institute of Reinsurance ls to be 
set up, was passed by the 
Chamber of Deputics and the 
Senate in 1047. This law also 
enacts that any insurance affect- 
ing Argentina must ba entered 
ln a contract with an Argentino 
insurance company. Any in- 
traction of this law is punishable 
by a’ fine amounting to not more 
than 25 times the value of the 
premium, 

The - conditions governing 
transport Insurance are set forth 
in art, 14.0f the law os follows:— 
“The insurance of all clnsses of 
gooda entering tha country, in 
any manner whatsoever, must 
be effected by Argentine 
insurance companies when the 
risks are borne by the consignoss, 
and the insurance of all classes 
of goods leaving the country, in 
any manner whatsoever, must be 
effected under the same condi. 
tions when the risk of marine 
transport is. borne, by the 
consigner.” The Customs for- 
malities include the obligation 
both to declare on oath that tha 
risk has been covered, and to be 
in possession of a copy certified 
by the police authorities.
